The warrant also charg' 
ed tha woman with the deaths of 
Richard Wrather, 50, a brother-in- 
law who died last year, and An- 
drews Johnson Wrather,' 80, her 
father-in-law who died In 1930.

tho red-haired governor predicted 
federal control would mean "fur- 
ther centralization of power in 
the gederal 
government and a 
corresponding surrender of indi- 
vidual liberties." 
Ho criticized the control bill In- 
troduced In congress by Rep. Cole 
(D-Md) as "dictatorial" and as- 
serted It would sot up an appoint- 
ive commissioner "with despotic 
powers." 
"I do not believe in vesting such 
unusual powers In any appointive 
federal official," 
Phillips 
said. 
"Such power If exercised should 
bo kept nearer home. 
Elective 


state officials are more responsive 
to the will of tho people." 
The governor pointed out that 


major oil states had joined In a 
compact to correlate conservation 
activities, and asserted the states 
"are' getting the job done." 
"I do not believe," he added, 
"that there is any necessity 
for 


the federal government to under- 
take to do that which the states 
are doing and havo demonstrated 
they are able to do; namely, pre- 
vent avoidable waste in the pro- 
duction of oil."

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.-W)— 
Submarines of belligerent nations 
have boon prohibited from entering 
American ports or territorial'wa- 
ters except when unforseetfi.ciri'iim- 
stances, such as storms, force them 
to take shelter. 


President Roosevelt proclaimed 


tho ban last night by putting Into 
effect a provision of the neutrality 
law. 
Armed merchant vessels of 


warring nations still may enter 
American ports and waters. 


Mr. Roosevelt said the ban would 


serve to maintain peace and pro- 
mote American security. 
Subma- 


rines forced to enter American wa- 
ters, ho said, should do so with 
their conning towers and super- 
structures above water and with 
their flags flying. 
Experts explained the proclama- 


tion would permit the entrance of 
belligerent submarines during vio- 
lent storms, when' their machinery 
was Damaged, or when they suf- 
fered loss of fuel or 
provisions.

OF NEUTRALITY BILL 


TO END WIDE OPEN DEBATE 


ON MEASURES DURING 


PRESENT WEEK 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(/Pi- 
Final agreement to permit Ameri- 
can vessels to carry all goods oth- 
er than armaments to some ports 
of belligerents was reached today 
by a group of democrats on the 
foreign relations committee. 


In general, 
the 
amendments 


would permit shipping to those 
ports in the Pacific and Indian 
Oceans, the Bay of Bengal and tho 
Arabian Sea. Surface vessels also 
could operate to all ports in tho 
South Atlantic which are situated 
south of 30 degrees north latitude 
provided they did not carry arm- 
aments to belligerents. 


The line 30 degrees north lati- 


tude runs through New Orleans. 


American aircraft could operate 


to all ports in the western hem- 
isphere. They could visit Bermuda 
and Newfoundland—stopping points 
which would be barred to surface 
vessels. 


Shipping to any section could

Lundeen

Norris 


(Ind-Neb) declared such a step 
"would be useless," 


Wheeler and Lundeen, foea of 
the administration neutrality bill, 
told reporters the present was an 
opportune time for Mr. Roosevelt 
to make a peace bid. They argued 
that praco would be virtually im- 
possible If hostilities were intensi- 
fied. 


Norris, supporter of the admin- 


istration bill and the only present 
senator who cast a senate vote 
against America's entry into the 
world war, said: 


"Any fair judge at a peace con- 


ference would have to say to Hit- 
ler: 'Give Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia bock to their peoples.' If Hit- 
ler were sincere, he would con- 
sider such a proposal, hut I would 
not take his word for anything 
on earth and I don't believe he 
would even think of it. 


"It would be fine for the Presi- 


dent to suggest peace on those 
terms If Hitler would consider It, 
but he wouldn't, and it would bo 
a useless step to ask him to." 


Wheeler took this position: 
"Mr. 
Hitler is saying that ho 


wants peace. 
Mr. Chamberlain 


and Mr. Daladier are saying that 
they want peace. It seems to mo 
that the President could very well 
say to Mr. Hitler: 'If you want 
peace, will you make peace and at 
the conference table let the ques- 
tion of Poland and Czechoslovakia 
be decided?' 


"If the answer were affirmative 


he could say to Mr. Chamberlain 
and Mr. Daladier: 'Mr. Hitler will 
consent to a peace in which the in- 
tegrity of Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia Is to be considered. Will you 
consider a revamping of the Ver- 
sailles treaty?" 


Lundeen, 
expressing

views, asserted that "It Is always 
in order to suggest an end to 
war."

democracy. 


There 
is

scientific 


book by Waldemar Keam- 
pffert, "Science Today and 
Tomorrow," in which the 
author observes that "there 
are signs enough that dem- 
ocracy can invent socially 
and save itself from the 
dictatorial 
planning 
of 


Fascism and Communism." 


There are other books of 


a 
similar 
optimistic and 


constructive tone. Perhaps 
we may make the future to 
our liking, after all, not to 
the dictator's. 


CONQUEST. 


The two big dictators, 


with their conquests and 
carvings, are like grown- 
up children playing with 
building blocks. 


They may have a won- 


derful time for a 
while 


remaking the map of Eu- 
rope and possibly taking .a 
fling also at one or two of 
the other continents. There 
is no' more fascinating game 
for statesmen with a bent 
for empire-building. 
And 


like the children, they take 
such work very seriously 
while they are about it.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(/P)T- 
Senator Maloney (D-Conn) report- 
ed today that ho and some of his 
colleagues involved In the fight 
over neutrality legislation have re- 
ceived "physical threats." 


The assertion was made In 'a 


speech prepared by the stocky, be- 
spectacled New Englander to an- 
nounce his support of the admin- 
istration's neutrality proposals, in- 
cluding repeal of the arms emhar- 
go."Like other members of con- 
gress", Maloney said, "I have un- 
dergone harsh criticisms and have 
suffered political 
and 
physical 
threats." 


In presenting his speech In the 
senate Maloney left out the refer- 
ence 
to "physical 
threats," al- 


though he made It clear to report- 
ers ho was standing behind this 
section of his speech. He decided 
on the omission at the last mo- 
ment, ho said, in order to avoid fo- 
cussing undue attention on the sit- 
uation. 
The 
reference 
to 
physical 


threats wont unchanged in the pro- 
pared copies of Malonoy's speech 
made available for publication. 
He did not go Into detail as to 


the nature and sources 
of 
the 
threat: or against whom, other 
than himself, they had been di- 
rected. 
Bring War to Front Door. 
Senator Walsh 
(D-Mass) 
Ma- 


loney's predecessor In debate and 
an opponent of repealing the arms 
embargo told the senate the sale 
of ammunition and war equipment 
by this country might bring the 
European war "right to our front 
door." 


He visualized submarines and 


warplanes of belligerent nations, 
lurking off shore to attack ships 
laden with munitions consigned to 
the other side. 


As the 12th day of debate open- 
ed Senator Austin of Vermont, as-' 
slstant republican leader of the 
senate who Is supporting the ad- 
ministration's bill, proposed that 
all neutrality 
legislation 
expire 
"when this present war is over." He 
offered an amendment to accom- 
plish that. 


Majority leader Barkloy express- 
ed hope speech-making might end 
and voting begin on amendments 
before the week-end but he said'It 
had bein Impossible to get an 
agreement to limit debate. 


Maloney said he thought the 
present neutrality law had proved 
unneutral In Its application. 
What Act Menus. 


Under It, he said, "we can sell 


10,000 bombing planes to commu- 
nistic Russia and are compelled to 
deny to friendly and neighborly 
Canada f>« rignt to purchase a 
revolver." 


Walsh, chairman of the naval 
affairs committee, urged that Unit- 
ed States efforts bo directed to- 
ward buldling up armed strength 
and preserving strict neutrality. 
Walsh described the administra- 
tion bill as a form of "pretended" 
neutrality which he said would aid 
England and Franco, by making 
arms available to them, and would 
arouse the enmity 
of 
Germany, 


which ho argued would be denied 
those same arms, 


"It moans convoys and battles of 
our coasts, unrestricted submarine 
warfare, the sinking of American 
ships by mistake. It means bring- 
ing the European war right to our 
"History Is repeating itself. The 
days of 1017 are being reenaoted. 
The draft law Is already prepared. 
The blanks for the casualty lists 
are ready. 
Tho government, 
fi- 
nance, Industry—all are in a war 
state of mind—ready, to accept tho 
Inevitable." 


Meanwhile, Senator Flttman (D- 
Nov.) chairman of the senate for- 
eign relations committee, told re- 
porters an agreement had not yet 
been reached on proposed relaxa- 
tion of the measure's prohibition 
against American ships traveling 
to belligerent ports. A meeting of 
Interested members of the foreign 
relations committee Is expected this 
week to work out modified ship- 
ping restrictions,

Lipstick, 
Intelligently lised, is perfectly all 
right at 18; but don't go In for 
heavy foundations and powder and 
rouge and eye make-up as so many 
unwise girls of your age—and 
younger do.

First 
cleanse 


the skin of all make-up, using a 
cold cream. Wipe it off, and then 
wash the face with a good castile 
soap and plenty of warm water. 
Make a lather of the soap and 
work It into the skin with the 
fingers in a rotary motion. When 
you have worked up a good circu- 
lation, rinse off the lather with 
lots of warm water—and then fin- 
ish off with cold water—again lot« 
of it. Pat the skin dry, and apply 
an astringent lotion to the nose.

CUSSES MATTER OF AMERICA 


AND PRESENT WAR 


Reasons why America should 


not enter the European embroil- 
ment backed with ominous exam- 
ples of facts, figures and failures 
ot such an adventure during the 
last World war were presented by 
Beauford H. Jester at a joint ses- 
sion of the Coisicana service clubs 
Wednesday noon at tho Navarro 
Hotel. 


,tlof. Butler, president of the Ro- 
'tary club and host for the occa- 
sion, 
presided. 
Announcements 


were 
made 
by Will Thompson, 


president of the Lions Club nna 
L. K. Carraway, president of tho 
Civitan Club. Guests included the 
Navarro county grand jury ana 
many local and out of town vis- 
itors. Mr. Butler introduced Tom 
Tyson, who 
in turn introduced 
the speaker. 


Taking as his subject 
"What 


Should America Do in This Pres- 
ent Crisis?" Mr. Jester, a World 
war veteran, outlined events lead- 
ing up to the last World war and 
gave examples of the coats, both 
in life and materials, of such •, 
conflict. 


Greatest Cost of War. 
The speaker pointed out as the 
greatest cost of the 
war the 
thousands of American boys who 
/lie in Flanders Fields in France—• 


the 
flower 
of young American 


manhood. 
Other 
thousands, he 


continued, are buried In America 
while many other thousands are 
eick, disabled and bear the scars 
and hurts of that drastic conflict, 
overflowing 
tho 
hospitals 
and 


roaming about the country with- 
out destination. 


He summarized the cost In the 


millions of dollars spent to fi- 
nance the American Expedition- 
ary Forces to France and the mil- 
lions spent to aid the allies, and 
tremendous sums expended to en- 
able the smaller countries to set 
up governments Immediately fol- 
lowing the war. 


Turning from the overwhelming 


financial cost of the war, Mr. .Tes- 
ter 
pointed out the Immorality 
rising out of the "theatre of war" 
and continuing down to the pres- 
ent 
day. 
Immorality was 
tho 
"backwash" of hostilities and re- 
sulted in the rise of gangsterism, 
dishonesty In business nnd high 
official circles, unbalanced busi- 
ness structures, and booms fol- 
lowed by the greatest depression 
this nation has ever known. 


Europe Long Known War. 
Referring to what we gained 


from the war, Mr. Jester pointed 
out the very things Americans 
fought to stamp out have come 
back so strong as to threaten 
even this great democracy. 
He 


attributed these factors directly 
as 
buing Hitlerism, Communism, 
and Fascism. 


"Europe has never known any- 


thing except war throughout her 
history," he declared. 


Mr. 
Jester 
appealed 
to 
the 


American people to analyze all 
statements before forming opin- 
ions because American people are 
greatly susceptible to propaganda. 


Concluding, he envisioned Amer- 


ica or the world leader for peace 
after this war is over and ex- 
pressed 
the hope that America 


will 
remain 
neutral, 
cultivate 
present ideals and principles, and 
see to it that this country re- 
mains 
free where all men can 


worship God according to the dic- 
tates of their own conscience, en- 
joying freedom, tolerance and un- 
limited privileges. 
He advocated 
that 
Americans 
should 
banish 


from 
their sacrod shores thosa 


who would threaten their liberty 
and the many things thov enjo\f 
In a democracy where God Is su- 
preme.

Yet 
the 


truth Jesus spoke has been, and 
still is, more powerful than all 
the armies and navies and air ar- 
madas 
that 
rage 
today. This 


Lesson's discussion ot the Sermon 
on the Mount should set millions 


( to meditating upon the irresistible 


power of truth. 


Tho Great, llcvolutlonlst 


Thlst wise philosopher, .Dr. 1'Yan- 


cis Greenwood Pcabody, 
in 
fils 


book, "Jesus Christ and the Chris- 
tian Character," 
vividly portrays 


the power of the 
teachings of 


Jesus, as expressed in the changed 
lives of Christians: 
"Jesus was not an organizer of 


charity; yet the immediate effect 
of His teaching was a bloom of 
charity more luxuriant than the 
world had ever seen. He was not 
a labor agitator; yet his teaching 
undcrrmlned the 
Roman 
system 


of society, gave new hope to the 
slave, and 
new self-respect 
to 


woman. So dramatic were these 
social consequences of the teach- 
ing of Jesus that it has been fre- 
quently described as essentially a 
doctrine of social transformation, 
as though industrial changes were 
His primary aim. 


"Far from the truth as this con- 


clusion may be, it. indicates 
the 


ethical scope of the Gospels. They 
may be searched almost in vain 
for social regulations, yet they 
lave 
become 
an 
unparalleled 


source of social inspiration. Their 
social principles have transformed 
:ho moral code of the world." 
In The Present Tense 


Oftenest overlooked, yet of pri- 


mary importance, Is the fact that 
the Beatitudes, which introduce 
:he Sermon on the Mount, are in 
the present tense. They present 
an existing condition for the now. 
They are not "pie in the sky," as 
the Communists flippantly say, but 
food for today. "Blessed are" the 
poor in spirit, the mourners, the 
meek, the spiritually hungry, the 
merciful, the pure in heart, the 
peacemakers and the persecuted. 


"Happy" is the best coloqulal 


translation 
of 
"blessed"; 
and 


those who practice the Beatitudes 
are declared happy in their pres- 
ent condition. For Jesus was most 
concerned about character, rather 
than circumstances, knowing that 
character, in the long run, shapes 
circumstances. Therefore He had 
the audacity to declare that those 
whom the world despises, 
but 


whose souls are attuned to eter- 
nal truth, are the really happy 
ones. 


In addition to future rewards- 
all this, and heaven, too"—they 
have won the great plus of life. 
They already are blessed. 
They 


have Divine approval, a peace that 
the world cannot know or take 
away. They walk the Wav. 


One New York Kdltor 


Beyond cavil or question, the 


multitude of persons who 
seek 


to conform their lives to the stand- 
ards of Jesus are the really deter- 
minative force in the nation's life. 
Anyone who thinks otherwise is 
simply not posted. I talked with 
a New York editor recently who 
seemed sincerely to believe that 
night clubs, theatres, movies and 
sports are the public's real Inter- 
est. The fact that a hundred per- 
lons In New York go to church 
for every one that patronizes a 
night club could not penetrate his 
strange provincialism. That more 
than half the population of the 
United States and

are 


members of some church Is a fact 
that Is monumental evidence of 
the present power of God over 
human lives. The silent majority 
of godly humans does not often 
find expression in the news.
